AWAY 


Sttocumbed to Attack of Typhoid Fevei 
After Two Months* Illness. 


HE WAS UNCONSCIOUS AT END 


Washington, Feb. 16.—Senator Mar- 
cue Alonzo Hanna died at 6.40 o'clock 
last evening at the family apartment« 
in the Arlington hotel, after an illnest 
extending 
over 
nearly two" months, 
filled with apparent recoveries, follow- 
ed by relapses and finally drifting Into 
typhoid fever, which in his weakened 
condition he was unable to withstand. 
When the end came all the memberi 
of the senator's family were In the 
room cxoept Mrs. Hanna, the senator's 
wife, and Mr. and Mrs. Dan 
Hanna 
Mrs. Hanna had left the room only a 
few minutes before. 
Mr. Hanna pass- 
ed away peacefully and without pain. 


The last sinking spell began at ex- 
actly 6.30 o'clock. 
Drs. Carter and Os- 
ier were then In attendance. 
They did 
not conceal the fact that life was about 
to ebb, and all the members of the 
family were sent for. Mrs. McCormick» 
one of the senator's daughters, 
and 
Miss Phelps were present when this 
was done. Mr, and Mrs. Dan 
Hanna 
were the first to arrive, and they im- 
mediately withdrew to the 
chamber 
of the senator's wife to summon her 
to the bedside. It was while they were 
absent that the senator breathed his 
last. In the meantime Mr, McCormlck, 
Mr. and Mrs. Parsons and H. M. Hanna 
had entered the room. Mr. Dover stood 
in the doorway. 
There were no dis- 
tressing incidents attending the 
last 
moments. It was a sinking spell which

Sttocnmbed to Attack of Typhoid Fevei 
After Two Months' Illness. 


HE WAS UNCONSCIOUS AT END 


Washington, Feb. 16.—Senator Mar­ 
cus Alonzo Hanna died at 6.40 o’clock 
last evening at the family apartment« 
in the Arlington hotels after an llinest 
extending 
over 
nearly two months, 
filled with apparent recoveries, follow* 
ed by relapses and finally drifting into 
typhoid fever, which in his weakened 
condition he was unable to withstand. 
When the end came all the member* 
of the senator’s family were in the 
room cxoept Mrs. Hanna, the senator’s 
wife, and Mr. and Mrs. Dan Hanna 
Mrs. Hanna had left the room only a 
few minutes before. Mr. Hanna pass­ 
ed away peacefully and without pain. 
The last sinking spell began at ex­ 
actly 6.30 o’clock. Drs. Carter and Os­ 
ier were then In attendance. They did 
not conceal the fact that life was about 
to ebb, and all the members of the 
family were sent for. Mrs. McCormick, 
one of the senator’s daughters, and 
Miss Phelps were present when this 
was done. Mr. and Mrs. Dan Hanna 
were the first to arrive, and they im- 
me(Jiately withdrew to the chamber 
of the senator’s wife to summon her 
to the bedside. It was while they were 
absent that the senator breathed his 
last. In the meantime Mr. McCormick, 
Mr. and Mrs. Parsons and H. M. Hanna 
had entered the room. Mr. Dover stood 
in the doorway. 
There were no dis­ 
tressing incidents attending the last 
moments. It was a sinking spell which 
terminated in 10 minutes 
Just after 
his eyes closed in death Mrs. Hanna 
was able to come into the room. 
She 
bore up well under the terrible ordeal 
and is showing calmness and bravery. 
The courage which had been displayed 
by Mrs, Hanna was the subject of the 
greatest surprise. She hud been in al­ 
most constant attendance on her hus­ 
band» though realizing fu?ly there was 
no hope, for recovery. 
Nevertheless, 
the remonstrances of the physicians 
and the added implorings of her chil­ 
dren that .«ihe take some rest were un­ 
availing until late yesterday afternoon, 
when sne was attacked with a violent 
headache. 
She was given a narcotic 
and then retired to her chamber, but 
insisted that a call be sent as soon as 
there appeared to be any change for 
thu worse. 
For the last two days Senator Hanna 
had not been conscious except at inter­ 
vals, and then only to obey mechani­ 
cally some instructions given him by 
the physicians. 
Fourteen hours before 
the end was announred life had practi- 
eally suspended, tho flickering spark be­ 
ing kept aglow by the most powerful 
scientific agencies. 
Five minutes be­ 
fore death came. General Charles A. 
Dick came from the bedside with the 
announcement: “He is worse and has 
only a few minutes at the most.” That 
statement 
immediately prefaced the 
last bulletin, which was: “Senator Han­ 
na sank gradually during the after­ 
noon, and died quietly at 6.40 o'clock.’^ 
Mr. Dover, the senator’s secretary, 
read the bulletin to the newspaper men 
who were waiting. 
Word went over 
the hotel like a flash. The lobby was 
crowded and a score of friends were 
waiting in Mr. Dover’s room. Though 
it wfl' l^.nown five minutes before that 
the I. '

friends svas almost more 9f a sudden 
shock. No attempts were made to re­ 
strain grief. Senators Fairbanks, Scott 
and Kittredge broke down. 
They re­ 
mained at the hotel the entire day and 
knew there was no hope, but that 
proved no guard against the tears that 
sprang unbidden to their eyes and ran 
down their cheeks. General Dick wept 
his sorrow at the loss of a friend who 
had been a brother. 
His associations 
with Mr. Hanna were born in politics, 
but became bonds firm as though bred 
In 
the 
blood. 
None knew »Senator 
Hanna well but to admire him, and 
the slender step from admiration to 
love was crossed in the days of anxiety 
which attended the senator’s illnesbs. 
So it was that conversations were a 
curious admixture of wiiiapers and of 
choked sob&. 
Spontaneous outbursts of unstinted 
tribute were heard on every side Mon 
who are acknowledged leaders of their 
political partieS; kings of finance ancf 
cojvmerce, and men selected to serve^ 
in the highest position^ in the nation 
among- those wh^-expressed tika 
c*o.uiitry*s imipeasurable Joss.

Senator Hannahs Laat Words. 
The laat intelligible words spoken by 
Senator Hanna were pathetic in hit 
attempt to maintain to the last the 
humor which was characteristic of his 
life. 
On Sunday morning he moved 
his head slightly, and his eyes rolled a 
little to the right and then to the left. 
The nurse in close attendance antici­ 
pated his want, and. bending to the pa­ 
tient’s ear. asked if h» was looking for 
his handkerchief. 
“I think my wife has my handker­ 
chief,” the senator whispered. 
Members of the family, eager for 
any sign of consciousness or recogni­ 
tion which the senator might display, 
were told of the remark, and they at 
once recognized it as one of his favor­ 
ite rejoinders in good natured plague- 
ing. in which Mr. and Mrs Hanna often 
indulged 
It was the senator’s custom 
when he missed any personal article, 
especially his handkerchief, to say: “I 
expect my wife has it.” 
At about 11 o’clock the senator be­ 
came unconscious, and thereafter, al­ 
though the physicians and members of 
the family strained every nerve to de­ 
tect a return of recognition, the sena­ 
tor did not speak a word that could be 
understood nor did he appear to know 
what was going on about him. Occa­ 
sionally he mumbled a few sounds, but 
nothing couJd be made of them, and his 
little pleasantry were the last words 
spoken.

Streets Are Realigned. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 13.—That B»l* 
timore Is to rt»e frotn its ashoB more 
substantial, more modern and far mor* 
»ytumetrical, ueed» no further proof 
than was made manifest by renewed 
expression* on the part of Mayor Me- 
Lane aud the committee 
of 
public 
•afety 
by 
leading citizens that no 
building permits shall be Issued until 
» plan of realigning certain thorough­ 
fares whose crookedness and narrow* 
ness have long constituted a blemish 
as well as a serious embarrasiment to 
municipal growth. 
There is a grim determination visi­ 
ble on all sides that the public’s com­ 
pensation for the fiery ordeal through 
which It has passed shall be the rising 
of à metropolis which shall be distin­ 
guished 
among American cities for 
both Its material substan'be and Its 
architectural art. The mayor and the 
committee of safety are resolved that 
shellg of buildings shall not be run 
up between fireproof structures, as In 
the past, and thus serve as a standing 
Invitation to the flames. On this point 
the controlling forces here are appar* 
efatly a unit, thus aft’ording a guaran­ 
tee that the future Baltimore is to be 
both modern anti a model city. 
A composite estimate of the total 
loss from the ftr* by 25 expert repre- 
Bentatlves of leading insurance com­ 
panies outside of Baltimore, places the 
figures at $86,000,000.

think that the total loss will be re­ 
duced to $70.000.000, as much salvage 
Is being dug out of the ruins which 
was thought to have been destroyed 
The loss to the Insurance companies 
Is estimated by the same experts at 
76 per cent, of the total losS.

SOAP D E S T R O Y S

Tho care of furniture woods is an ' x- 
toedingly interesting part of the Intelli- 
gent housekeeper'sduty. The daily light 
dusting m u s t supplement tho weekly rub- 
bing if the 'Mjioom" in this instance 
Hot desirable is to bo kept away. 
As a 
rule, the use of oily restoratives is to 
bo deprecated. 
Unless applied by a 
tireless arm, and thoroughly rubbed in 
and thereafter the piece of furniture 
kept in perfect polish by a daily rub- 
bing. the oil Is sure to form a crust 
sooner or later, which is gummy to the 
touch and not pleasant to the eye. For 
this reason 
new furniture should be 
kept as long as possible without the 
application of such restoratives. 
Fur- 
niture which has been 
finished 
with 
shellac or varnish, whether In glossy 
or dull finish, should never be cleaned 
with soap or water. 
Soap is made to 
cut all oily substances, and In the per- 
formance of the service for which it 
Is made ^it eats the oil out of 
the 
waxed, oiled or shellaced surface it 
touches and destroys them. 


P I C T U R E 
P^RAMING. 


How to frame a picture offers a per- 
plexing problem to many, who, having 
no confidence In their own taste or 
Judgment, hand it over to the profes- 
sional framer. 
As a rule, if he under- 
stands his business, he will put a cor- 
rect frame on the picture, especialy if 
it be an oil painting, as those 
are 
framed similarly. 
It is when there is 
a water color, an etching or a carbon 
print, 
that 
anxiety 
is 
felt to 
have 
a frame to correspond to the predom- 
inating color, and be in complete har- 
mony Avith 
it. says 
the Household 
Ledger. 


Conditions vary so frequently that it 
is Impossible to give any hard and fast 
rule by which to be universally guided; 
but there is one very definite maxim 
that it is imperative to observe—and 
it is, that the frame must be subser- 
vient to the picture and not the con- 
spicuous feature. 
If the frame is more 
noticeable than the picture, depend up- 
on it, it is badly framed. 
The cost does 
not enter into consideration. 
A water 
color should have a mat—the width de- 
pending on Its size; a picture of the av- 
erage small size requiring a mat of 
from two to three inches wide. 
The 
color depends on the picture, that is, 
its color scheme. 
In some pictures, a 
gold mat' will prove an advantage. 
If 
the picture is delicate in tone a white 
mat looks well, and a dark mat, either 
green or gray. \»ill only be suitable 
whore a good deal of color, dark rich, 
glowing colors are in the picture. Next 
to gold frames are the various woods, 
either 
natural 
or imitated, 
with 
or 
without polish, and also either with or 
without gold ornaments. 
These come 
in every conceivable tint, and the color 
employed should harmonize with and 
be a trifle lower in tone than the pic- 
ture, so as 
to accentuate the 
color 
scheme, whatever it may be. 


The popular posters seem to require 
special treatment in framing. 
They 
should be framed close up, and if the 
poster is dark and a strong piece of 
work, dull black wood is very effecti\''e. 
The hunting scenes, full of gay 
and 
brilliant color, should also have dark 
wood bands. 
A narrow line of gold 
next the picture often proves a wel- 
come addition to relieve the dullness, 
or I'ather to unite the sombre tone of 
the frame with the color of the picture.

"Did you ever hear of a child or ever

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BREAKING 
HEIFERS. 


Most farmers and dairymen hare 
trouble iu mllkins the heifer with her 
first calf, aud simply because they do 
not remember that the process of milk- 
is entirely new to the animal, and, 
naturally, she is moro or less disturbed. 
A veteran raiser of calves makes it his 
business to handle his animals more 
or less daily, and as the heifer gets 
near to the time to drop her calf the 
udder and teats are s^^ntly handled and 
pulled each day. This plan is not only 
beneficial, but the heifer gets used to 
it, and is not likely to make much 
trouble when she is milked for the first 
time. Whatever the i>lan in handling 
is, be gentle with the heifer. 


Handle the teats firmly, yet gently, 
rubbing them through the hands light- 
ly before beginning the pressure which 
brings the milk. 
Iu changing from 
one pair to the other do it gradually 
by handling the second pair a little. 
After a week of this gentle treatment 
there is likely to be no trouble of any 
kind unless the milker forgets and be- 
comes rouc:h, in which case ho should 
not bo surprised if he is kicked off 
his stool by the gentle and frightened 
heifer.—Indianapolis News.

Difference In Climate. 


^ The difference in latitude betwe'en 
the extremes of New York, taken with 
the difference in elevation and the 
presence of the sea in the southern 
part makes an api)reciable difference 
.in climate. 
There is- decidedly more 
snow also a somewhat lower a v e r a g e 
with wix\ter temperature on the edge 
of Yonkers than at the southwestern 
extreimity of Staten Island. 
While 
the highest point of the city is the 
ridge near the center of Staten Island, 
where the elevation at s^ev-eral points 
exceeds four hundred feet above sea 
level, the general elevation in the up- 
per portion of the city is considerably 
greater than that of the parts south 
of Central Park. 


AS OF TAINTED EGGS. 
In many sections farmers who have 
larpce flocks of poultry could make con- 
siderable money by sellin.i; e w s to 
dealers who make large shipments to 
the city if they wore more careful in 
feeding the fowls and in gathering the 
ogixs. Eggs are quickly tainted by the 
food eaten by the hen and they also 
absorb odors readily, hence it follows 
that care must be used in feeding, and 
also in selecting a place for the eggs 
to be kept until they are to be sold. 
Spoiled meat, offal, damaged grain 
or grain that is musty will give an 
odor to the egg that makes it unsala- 
ble. 


If one is located so that it is not 
profitable to carry eggs to market a 
good trade can be secured by getting 
in communication with the dealers re- 
ferred to, men who gather eggs for 
shipment to the cities. Such men are 
found in all large towns, and they will 
find a way of calling for your supply 
of eggs if they can be assured that they 
are fresh and untainteil. 
Not only 
this, but they will pay a fair price for 
such eggs and enable the raiser to give 
his time in caring for the hens who 
produce them. The demand for fresh 
eggs always exceeds the supply and 
though the price may seem low in some 
sections, if one can get a reputation 
for furnishing first-class eggs the price 
obtained will make the work profit- 
able.

and the middle are four by four inches, 
also of hardwood, spiked to the scant- 
ling. A one and one-fourth inch hole 
Is bored at the top, about fourteen 
inches from tho end. 
Another hole, 
the same size, is bored at the bottom, 
about one and one-half feet from tho 
end. 


The cut shows the derrick set up for 
use. 
The legs are eleven feet long, 
four inches thick, and of good, solid 
timber. 
A one and one-fourth inch 
hole is bored through the top for the 
bolt to go through. 
The inside part 
of the leg where the hole is bored 
should be made like a wedge, so as to 
fit closely against the scantlings. The 
pulleys are twelve inches in diameter, 
and are made of wood. The rope should 
be put over the top pulley aud under 
the bottom pulley. 
The legs should 
b^ sunk In the ground, so they w^iil not 
slide aud Jet the derrick fall. A good 
strong hook should be securely fas- 
tened on the rope.

What is called "The Crown and Three 
Sugar Loaros" was the eign of the his- 
toric house which exported to America 
the celebrated chests of tea that went 
into Boston Harbor iu December, 1773, 
the first overt act of rebellion In the 
Revolution.

America her independence 
and set 
aside the rule of George III, it did 
not overthrow the business of the old- 
est tea house in Great Britain. The 
business is carried on to-day In the 
same old place as in 
Revolutionary 
times. Its sign—the 
sign of "Tho 
Crown and Three Sugar leaves"—has 
survived the stress of age and storm 
and fire. The Great Fire of London 
swept within half a block of the shop, 
but the old sign itself reigns to-day. 


An eighMnch pipe line has been 
constructed from the Bakerfield oil 
region 280 miles to San Francisco 
bay

The cnrc of furniture woods is au ' S' 
eoedingly interesting part of the intelll- 
ppnthouspkoeppr’sduty. The dally light 
dusting must supplement the weekly rub- 
blng if the “bloom” in this instance 
Hot desirable is to be kept away. As a 
rule, the use of oily restoratives is to 
be deprecated. 
Unless applied by a 
tireless arm, and thoroughly rubbed in 
and thereafter the piece of furniture 
kept in perfect polish by n daily rub 
blng, the oil is sure to form a crust 
sooner or later, which Is gummy to the 
touch and not pleasant to the eye. For 
this reason new furniture should be 
kept as long as possible without the 
application of such restoratlve.s. 
Fur 
nlture w’hich has been finished with 
shellac or varnish, whether in glossy 
or dull finish, should never be cleaned 
with soap or water. 
Soap is made to 
cut all oily substances, and in the per 
formance of the service for which it 
Js made ^it eats the oil out of the 
waxed, oiled or shellaced surface it 
touches and destroys them.

PICTURE PUAMING. 
How’ to frame a picture oCfers a per­ 
plexing problem to many, who. having 
no confidence In their own taste or 
Judgment, hand it over to the profes­ 
sional framer. As a rule, if he under- 
.stands his business, he M’ill put a cor­ 
rect frame on the picture, especlaly if 
It be an oil painting, as those are 
framed similai’ly. 
It is when there is 
a Avater color, an etching or a carbon 
print, that anxiety is felt to have 
a frame to correspond to the predom­ 
inating color, and be in complete har­ 
mony Avith 
it, says 
the Household 
Ledger. 
Conditions vary so frequently that It 
Is impossible to give any hard and fast 
rule by which to be universally guided; 
but there is one very definite maxim 
that it is imperative to observe—and 
It is, that the frame must be subser­ 
vient to the picture and not the con 
spicuous feature. If the frame is more 
noticeable than the picture, depend up­ 
on it, it is badly framed. The cost does 
not enter into consideration. 
A water 
color should have a mat—the width de­ 
pending on its size; a picture of the av­ 
erage small size requiring n mat of 
from two to three inches wide. 
The 
color depends on the picture, that is, 
its color scheme. 
In some pictures, a 
gold mat' w’ill prove an advantage. 
If 
the picture is delicate in tone a white 
mat looks well, and a dark mat, either 
green or gray. vUl only be suitable 
whore a good deal of color, dark rich, 
glowing colors are In the picture. Next 
to gold fi'ames are the various woods, 
either natural or imitated, with or 
without polish, and also either w’ith or 
■ without gold ornaments. 
These come 
in every conceivable tint, and the color 
employed should harmonize ivlth and 
be a trifle lower In tone than the pic­ 
ture, so as to accentuate the color 
scheme, w’hatever it may be. 
The popular posters seem to require 
special treatment in framing. 
They 
should be framed close up, and If the 
poster Is dark and a strong piece of 
work, dull black wood is very eCfectl\’'e, 
The hunting scenes, full of gay and 
brilliant color, should also have dark 
wood bands. 
A narrow line of gold 
ne.Kt the picture often proves a w el­ 
come addition to relieve the dullnes.s. 
or rather to unite the sombre tone of 
the frame with the color of the picture.

An Island U03' of Fourteen Who XTnd 
Onlj- Seen Grown Vp l>r§on$, 
‘‘Did you ever hoar of a child or ever 
know of one yourself that had never 
fceen a Child?** asked a man who takes 
an interest in oddities, of a New Or­ 
leans Times-Domocrat waiter. 
“Well. 
I have, and the case is not a thousand 
miles from Now Orleans, either. 
The 
child in this instance had rounded into 
Its fifteenth year before it had ever 
laid eyes on another child. It has nev­ 
er heard the musical prattle of compan- 
ions other than the father and mother. 
The parents settled across the lake* a 
few years ago, after a long residence 
on a small island of the sea. 
Where 
the child was born and where it spent 
fourteen years of its life there were no 
children. The little fellow knew no as­ 
sociate but the father and mother, 
I 
have often wondered since learning of 
this curious case what must have been 
the impression of the youngster when 
he gassed for the first time on a mem­ 
ber of the human family smaller than 
ho was. 
Did he think he had come 
upon a race of dwarfs? 
Or had his 
parents given him some idea of the ex­ 
istence of children? I do not know the 
family, and, therefore, cannot answer 
these questions. 
But I would like to 
know Just how the little fellow felt 
when he first beheld a child. It is the 
only case of the kind which has come 
to my knowledge. 
He had never had 
an opportunity to play the little games 
^ i c h most of us knew in the days of 
our childhood. 
He had never gone 
through any of the things which make 
young life sweet to all of us fellows: 
and, while not knowing but what there 
may be compensating advantages in 
a life of this sort, I have always felt 
a bit sorry for the youngster in ques­ 
tion. 
Come to think of it. though, he 
missed a few things one would like to 
forget, for I suppose that most of us 
have felt the rap of the maternal slip­ 
per because of disobedience due di­ 
rectly to one’s companions. 
At any 
rate, we have always cherished the 
idea that our companions were In a 
measure responsible for many of the 
raps we got. 
The child who never 
knew a child could not be led astray 
in this W'ay. 
So we do not know but 
wiiat the lack of companionshin may

The vast majority of daily papers are 
conducted with a full sense of respon­ 
sibility and with a just respect for the 
rights of all.

Whether w e vote once or a dozen 
times, whether w^e defy the recognized 
code of public morality, whether we 
“promote" our own interests by mis­ 
leading our friends—all this concerns 
our neighbors as well as ourselves. 
There is too much reason to fear that 
the mere force of authority, Hk state 
and in church, is decaying. Crafty d o 
vice evades the law% Easy-going virtue 
silences the creed. 
But the electric 
light of publicity w’hlch penetrates the 
dark corners and reveals every wrinkle 
is a great security. Abused it may be 
and intrusive sometimes without w’ar« 
rant, but its protection far outweighs 
its evils. — Charles Emory Smith, in 
Good Housekeeping.

BREAKING HEIFEUS. 
Most farmers aud dairymen hate 
trouble lu milkins the beifer with her 
first calf, aud simply because they do 
not remember that the process of milk- 
injr is entirely new to the animal, and, 
naturally, she is more or less disturbed. 
A veteran raiser of calves makes it his 
business to handle his animals more 
or less dally, and as the heifer gets 
near to the time to drop her calf the 
lulder and teats are sently handled and 
pulled each day. This plan is not only 
beneficial, but the heifer gets used to 
it, and is not likely to make much 
trouble when she Is milked for the first 
time. Whatever the jilan in handling 
is, be gentle with the heifer. 
Handle the teats firml.v, yet gently, 
rubbing them through the hands light­ 
ly before beginning the pressure which 
brings the milk. 
In changing from 
one pair to the other do It gradually 
by handling the second pair a little. 
After a wecli of this gentle treatment 
there is likely to be no troxible of any 
kind unless the milljer forgets aud be­ 
comes rough, in which case he should 
not bo sm-prised If he is kiclced off 
his stool by the gentle and frightened 
heifer.—Indianapolis News.

AS OF TAINTED EGGS. 
In many sootions farmors who have 
larpre flocks of poultry could make con* 
siderable money by sellini? oprics to 
dealers who make large shipments to 
the city if they wore more careful in 
feeding the fowls and in gathering the 
eggs. Eggs are quickly tainted by the 
food eaten by the hen and they also 
absorb odors readily, hence it follows 
that care must be used in feeding, and 
also in selecting a place for the eggs 
to be kept until they are to be sold. 
Spoiled meat, offal, damaged grain 
or grain that is musty will give an 
odor to the egg that makes it unsala­ 
ble. 
If one is located so that it is not 
profitable to carry eggs to market a 
good trade can be secured by getting 
in communication with the dealers re­ 
ferred to, men vrho gather eggs for 
shipment to the cities. 
Such men are 
found in all large towns, and they will 
find a way of calling for your supply 
of eggs if they can be assured that they 
are fresh and untainted. 
Not only 
this, but they will pay a fair price for 
such eggs and enable the raiser to give 
his time in caring for the hens who 
produce them. 
The demand for fresh 
eggs always exceeds the supply and 
though the price may seem low in some 
sections, if one can get a reputation 
for furnishing first-class eggs the price 
o))tained will make the work profit­ 
able. 


CLEANING FARM WELLS. 
Every farmer should have his well 
good and clean for the winter months. 
Here is a design for a handy well der­ 
rick. 
The scantling are twelve feet 
long, two by four inches thick, made 
of elm. The three pieces at each end

and the middle are four by four Inches, 
also of hardwood, spiked to the scant­ 
ling, A one and one-fourth Inch hole 
is bored at the top, about fourteeii 
inches from the end. 
Another hole, 
the same size, is bored at the bottom, 
about one and one-half feet from tho 
end. 
The cut shows the derrick set up for 
use. 
The legs are eleven feet long, 
four Inches thick, and of good, solid 
timber. 
A one and one-fourth Inch 
hole is bored through the top for tho 
bolt to go through. 
The inside part 
of the leg where the hole is bored 
should be made like a wedge, bo as to 
fit closely against the scantlings. The 
pulleys are twelve Inches in diameter, 
and are made of wood. The rope should 
be put over the top pulley and under 
the bottom pulley. 
The legs should 
b*» sunk in the ground, so they will not 
slide and Jet the derrick fall. A good 
strong hook should be securely fas* 
tened on the rope. 
A steady horse 
can operate this all right, once It is 
understood.—Harry H. Postle, in Farm 
and Home.

Radium and the Age of the Sun

N E W phase of the discussion aroused by the wonderful prop- 
erties of radium h a s been opened by Professor Georsc H. Dar- 
win. best known as the son of the father of Darwinism. Charles 
Darwin, a n d as a mathematician of great ability, who hivenLed 
the tidal theory of the birth of the moon from the earth. 


Professor Darwin appeals to the newly discovered source 
of energy contained in atoms, and illustrated by the continual 
radiation given forth from radium and other substances, for a 
means of vastly prolonging the age a n d tho future existence 
of t h e sun. Lord Kevlin many years ago calculated, upon t h e basis of the 
then known laws of matter and energy, t h a t t h e sun could hardly have existed 
as a light-giving body more than 100,000.000 years, a n d upon sto-lar grounds 
the f u t u r e duration of t h e sun has been estimated a t not more than 10.000,000, 


and possibly not more t h a n 5.000.000 years. 
,, 


This to be sure, would be ample time for the ripening of all present human 
schemes, b u t It Is a brief period In astronomical reckoning, a n d one hardly 
likes to think of the sun as going out so soon. 


But now comes Professor Darwin with the very comforting assurance that 


the sun must be very much longer lived t h a n w e have hitherio supposed 
Knowing, as we do. he says, that an atom of matter is capable of containing 
im enormous store of energy in Itself, w e have no right to assume t h a t the 
sun cannxjt liberate atomic energy to a degree a t least comparable with what 
it would do if made of radium. 
And with this new light upon the subject 


he sees no reason to doubt the possibility of augmenting the estimate of the 
duration of the solar heat to ten or twenty times its present calculated value 


According to this view, w e may regard the sun as having existed for at 


least one or two thousand million years, a n d w e count upon its continuing to 
Illuminate a n d w a r m the earth for one or t w o hundred million years yet to 


new view will commend itself to geologists and evolutionists w h o 
have always protested against t h e brevity of tho sun's existence as l><?r«>tofore 
calculated, because It did not afford sufficient time for the development of 
the existing species of animals a n d plants upon the earth from the exceed- 
ngly simple forms In which life appeared at the beginning. 
Now, however. 
<vSen geological time, thanks to the hint given by radium, may be I'^'isonably 
stretched out from ten to t w e n t y times t h e estimate of its former length, the 
situation is changed, and the theory of evolution gains just w h a t is wanted.

Some Suggestions For Their Protection 
Before They Are Exterminated

OME 10,000 specimens of birds have been created for man’s 
benefit. 
Carrion would propagate disease without vultures 
and ravens; owls, buzzards and other hawks prey upon noisome 
rodents and venomous reptiles; but of all tribes the insectivores 
are the most numerous, their services the most valuable. Ver­ 
min would destroy the grain in the West, the cotton in the 
South and the fruit wherever it grows, if birds were not near 
to defend them until they ripen. 
Aside from the debt of gratitude wo owe for their useful­ 
ness, birds claim our affection by the charm of their presence, 
but we lay no obstacles in the way of divers enemies that per­ 
secute them. 
The fiercest of them all, the domestic cat, we permit iti our 
garden and orchard to prowl and to make the artless bird his prey before he 
has time to fly. Instead of checking wo countenance the enormous natural in­ 
crease of cats until it is estimated that 5,1HH),000 of them annually kill some 
20,000,000 birds. A license fee is exacted for keeping a watchful dog; why 
should not this rule apply, as it does in some places already, to the more dis­ 
pensable cat? A German household must pay a small fee for the privilege of 
keeping a single cat. 
Bealdes illiterate Italians, unrestrained American boys indulge in the 
mischievous pastime of maiming or killing flying birds with firearms or pea 
shooters, and in robbing nests of the eggs they find. Such practices are pro­ 
hibited by municipal regulations in every city, but laws are disregarded in 
surburban districts where nobody is delegated to enforce them. 
It is hard to realise how bad taste could have so hardened the hearts of 
some women as to make them deadly foes of the feathered tribes. 
Women 
who are bound to satisfy a cruel desire for the feathers that inexorable 
fashion demands allow whole species of birds to be exterminated. The herons 
of the South are killed while they breed in order to procure their handsome 
bridal plumage, and their young are left to die. These birds prey on cray­ 
fish, which by tunneling through the levees of Louisiana cause enormous 
damage. 
Millions of humming and paradise birds are satisfied to «çratify 
female vanity. 
Unless checked, ruthless spoliation eventually will annihi­ 
late all tribes the plumage of which now gratify and please the friends of 
nature. 


Radium and the Age of the Sun

NEW phase of the discussion aroused by the wonderful prop­ 
erties of radium has been opened by Professor George H. Dar­ 
win, best known as the son of the father of Darwinism, Charles 
Darwin, and as a mathematician of great ability, who invented 
the tidal theory of the birth of the moon from the earth. 
Professor Darwin appeals to the newlj" discovered source 
of energy contained in atoms, and illustrated by the continual 
radiation given forth from radium and other substances, for a 
means of vastly prolonging the age and the future existence 
of the sun. Lord Kevlin many years ago calculated, upon the basis of the 
then known laws of matter and energy, that the sun could hardly have existed 
t\s a light-giving body more than 100,000,000 years, and upon similar grounds 
the future duration of the sun has been estimated at not more than 10,000,000, 
and possibly not more than 5.000,000 years. 
This, to be sure, would be ample time for the ripening of all present human 
schemes, but it is a brief period in astronomical reckoning, and one hardly 
likes to think of the sun as going out so soon. 
But now comes Professor Darwin with the very comforting assurance that 
the sun must be very much longer lived than we have hitherto supposed. 
Knowing, as we do, he says, that an atom of matter is capable of containing 
nn enormous store of energy in itself, we have no right to assume that the 
sun cannot liberate atomic energy to a degree at lea^t comparable with what 
It would do if made of radium. 
And with this new light upon the subject 
he sees no reason to doubt the possibility of augmenting the estimate of the 
duration of the solar heat to ten or twenty times its present calculated value. 
According to this view, w’^e may regard the sun as having existed for at 
least one or two thousand million years, and we count upon its continuing to 
Illuminate and W’arm the earth for one or two hundred million years yet to 
come. 
e 
The new view will commend itself to geologists and evolutionists who 
have always protested against the brevity of the sun’s existence as heretofore 
calculated, because it did not afford sufläcient time for the development of 
the existing species of animals and plants upon the earth from the exceed­ 
ingly simple forms in which life appeared at the beginning. Now, however, 
when geological time, thainks to the hint given by radium, may be reasonably 
stretched out from ten to twenty times the estimate of its former length, the 
situation is changed, and the theory of evolution gains just what is wanted.
